The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In claim 8, the 
described system having a technical database of stored electronic documents which 
were used to generate a job card function under control of a user, and in claim 15 
generating a compliance record based upon a technical database of electronic 
publications, taken in context with the other limitations of claim 8 and claim 15, were not 
disclosed by, would not have been obvious over, nor would have been fairly suggested 
by the prior art of record. The dependent claims, being further limiting, definite, and fully 
enabled by the Specification were also allowable..
